MR. MACFIBS BOOK. 



Tho volumo which tho Itov. Mr. Muofio 
has lately contributed to English literature 
is a romarkablo production in ils way. Few 
works, we leel bound to say, show such 
miraculous versatility of talent. Olio moment 
we aro Irealod to a pagu of tbo most Bcandu* 
lous gossip, aud tho noxt wo aro brought face 
to fuoe with Max Mullor. In ono pajjo m 
dopictod tho oharuoter of Alexander the 
Groat, and in another tho lifo of King Freczy. 
If wo want arguments to auntain tho free port, 
Mr. Maofie plunges into ancient and modern 
history, and shows us how the " Tynans, 
Groel;s, Romans, Saracens, Venetians, Por- 
tuguese, Dutch aad English" booamo com- 
mercial people,— bow Mahomet, with an oyo 
to business, desired his followers on their iiil- 
grirnages to Mecca, to vary the monotony of 
thoir religious journey by doing a littlo iu 
tho way ol trade, — how Alexandria flourished 
and Palmyra decayed, — all nl which it is ol 
tho vory greatest importance to linow in our 
prosent unsettled condition. Not ancient and 
modern history, however, nor gossip nor 
scandal contontoth Mr. Maofie. Mineralogy, 
ohoncology, theology, geology, philology, 
ethnology, zoology, ornithology, astrology, 
und evon e.nlorology aro made to boar tiibute 
to tho work. Tho only " ology" iu lact we 
cannot find is thu ono we should 
most expeot of all others from tho roverend 
gentleman— we mean the doxology. Wo 
have the mining theory and experience 
oxhaustod, we have the shells and Ibe 
birds and tho animals of those colonies 
treated scientifically, we have tho Indians, 
the Chinese, and tho colored races discussed 
with thu air ol' a Darwin and a Huxley. The 
continent is spanned by a high way to lake 
those irrepressible spices and Bilks from India 
to England ; a profitable sobemo is opened 
up to a steam company that will provtdo us 
with Jirecl communication to Panama ; 
emigration, colonial government, and poli- 
tic) arc all treated with the soberness 
of a Rioardo or Adam Smith. We defy 
in fact any one to produce such an olla innl- 
ri'dri ol subject* m one volume as Mr. Mue- 
fie i'iys before bis readers. With sonic uf 
these subjects Mr. Maofie is about as much 
conversant as a Feojee is with » quadrant, 
with others the little know lodge tho writer 
possesses is so inextricably entangled with 
prejudice that the whole value of the mat- 
ter written upon is lost ; with others ho 
shows u most intimate acquaintance and 
has in this particular respect givon to 
tho world a most valuable collection of tacts. 

If we wero to point out the subjects in 
which Mr. Mac fie seems to hnvo got hope- 
lessly lost, wo should say commerce and 
politics. Of all tho irrational and inoonslst 
enl essays we havo over perused we think bis 
lacubratious on theso heads may fairly bear 
tbo palm. Ho first starts out with that 
comfortable load upon his shoulders — the 
grandeur ol tho froe port," — and every step 
ho takes, commercially or politically, is th 
zigzag, tottering gait of a man who is over- 
burdened. Every absurd idea that has been 
iterated about our commercial policy ho rc 
iterates and endorses. "Thus, as was re 
marked by tho Times," he says * wo are 
enabled to Iced tbo hungry and clothe the 
naked in tho neighboring Stutos ; and tl 
Now York correspondent of that paper, in n 
letter publisliod in September, said I — ' Brit 
goods paying no duty pour from Victoria 
in Vauconver Island into California, whose 
citizens are thus enabled to clothe themselves 
in purple and line linen without paying tribute 
to the Washington treasury.'" Tho idea ol 
any man not actually a lunatic endorsing the 
statement about our " feeding the hungry 
and clothing tho nuked of the neighboring 
States" and supplying California with " pur- 
ple and liuo linou," is beyond conception ; 
but what must wo think of his knowlodgu of 
the places ho writes about when he maiiio 
tains the Times' correspondent's vuguty that 
because Victoria is a froo port tho goods wo 
send to California " pay no tiibute to the 
Washington treasury," This gives a luir 
idea of Mr. Macho's knowledge of our com- 
mercial position and prepares us for his as- 
sertion that union ol the colonies is secondary 
to tho free port. A little further on he tull.s 
us thut Vancouver Island has land to support 
millions of a population — that a farming 
population is indispensable to u colony's 
prosperity — aud then informal nu that " there 
is no industrial interest in Vancouver Island 
worth protecting " 

Mr. Mncbo is liy no moans a radical in 
politics, lie thinks the colony should nevor 
have possessed representative institutions, 
and hns an immense admiration for a Colon- 
ial autocracy, which he recommends as 
the best system ol (iove-nmcnt for Vancouver 
Island. " Were irrosponsiVo power," says 
Mr. Maofio, " lodged in the hands of an ac- 
credited and well-tried Qovornor appointed 
by tho Crown, there would ho a safer guaran- 
tee that useful laws would be moro expedi- 
tiously passed, and the internets of the pooplo 
more offeotually promoted." Mr. Maofie is 
a genuine free porter ; be would havo the 
port of Victoria froe, but hu would have tho 
inhabitants under tho liberal regime nl a 
Turkish or Russian province. Liko hiscontdat- 
niicy In the commercial arguments, he shortly 
•(forwards shows us how necessary is a re- 
presentative Legislature. Speaking ol the 
refusal of tho Assombly to endorso tho 
Duke of Newcastle's proposition on (he 
civil list he says i '' Tho Legislature, having 
ouetody of tho public rights simple felt 
oompolled lo join issue with the Imperial 
Government on a moasuro which, if adopted 
according to the instructions of the Duke of 
Newcastle, musi in tho opinion of tho House 
have entailod taxation, which would bo 



found oppressive to a population bo small as 
is at prosent in Ibe colony." 

When Mr. Maofie, however, gets out of 
what are evidently to him the intrioocics 
Of commcroe and polities he gives ub a 
vory readable and instructive book. He 
presents to the general public a mass 
Of exceedingly useful information about 
tho resources of both colonics— tlict gold 
tho silver, oopper, coul, timber, fish, furs and 
agriculture, fie affords the pooplo or tho 
mother country overy information that an in- 
tending emigrant should know. Tho prices 
of all kinds of labor arc remarkably correct 
for a book of tho kind, and the nilvioe ten- 
dered to tho emigrant is unexceptionable. 
Although written in oommonHplnoo stylo, Mr. 
Maofio has managed oa tho whole to turn out 
a very interesting book. Ono of tho fow re- 
grets wo experience ou rending its pages, 
outside the commercial and political topics 
'.} that ho should havo boon led, through por» 
sonal feeling, to spook bo disrespectfully of 
Sir dames Dortglus. It is one thing oonsuriug 
tbo policy of an administration and another 
launching pcreonul vituporation at its head, 
The gossip also in which some of the puges 
abound dues not nod to the tone of the work. 
A littlo more discretion in the uso of inci- 
dents would hnvo bceii an improvement. 
When a man, however, undertakes to writo 
book of uoarly six hundred pugeB, about 
such sparsoly peopled countries as Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia, ho must not 
vory particular about tho matter with 
hioh it is to be fillod ; and so on thia 
ground, we presume, wo must overlook the 
littlo tit-bits of scandal and tho rather irreld 
vunt subjects— scicutilio and historical— with 
which Mr. Maofie lias bo copiously inter- 
larded — what wo must acknowledge, In pub- 
lisher's phraseology to bs after all a " readable 
aud interesting book."

ice of the horo is forgotten in the glittering 
rhetoric in which thn low born ponsant 
clothes his abiurd infatuation. Wo all lilte 
to fleo tiio conventionalities of lifo set at 
dofianco, however extravagant tho means 
thp.i may bo employed from dramatic exi 
goncies, to ticklo the fancy of Ihe listeners. 
With what breatbiotu ottsuticii wc bang 
npon the moody soliloquies ol tho pseudo 
Prince of Como and how entranced we are 
when the haughty Paulino is humiliated by 
tho nefarious designs of a pair of melodrum 
atic villains gaily attired in laced apparel, 
who from motives of a mean revenge soak 
to encompass her ruin. Beauteous females 
in distress never fail lo enlist the sympathies 
of the habitues of boxes and pit, and fierco 
is the indignation at the grievous wrongs 
inflicted upon injured innocence and copious 
is the How of " pearly drops'' at the happy 
reoonciliation of the disconsolate lovers. 
Howover notwithstanding tho meretricious 
imagery with which the dialogue nf the 
Lady of Lyons abounds, and tho rank clap 
trap of the situations there can bo no doubt 
oi its popularity as much as tl.o ingenuity 
or its construction entitles it to a high posi- 
tion as an artistic composition. This play- 
was produced last night lor the benefit of 
Mr. Buckley, who assumed the part ol the 
disconsolate Claude Melnotto. Ho mani- 
fested considerably intelligence in his con- 
ception nf tho character, and played with 
great care atnl marked ability ; his ohief de- 
fect, arising simply from want ol experience. 
With every disposition lo encourage rising 
talent, wo must remind Mr. Buckley that he 
lias yet to learn some of the first principles 
of eloeution. In some ol tho most effective 
passages his ignorance of correct emphasis 
was painfully apparent. Tho pootic de- 
scription of his ideal palace, " lifting to 
oternal Bummer its marble walls," was 
mournfully rendered, instead of being dis- 
guised by a fa lie enthusiasm. The lault of 
most young actors is generally a tending to 
an excess of demonstration, but Mr. Buckley 
errs in the opposite direction, and lapses oc- 
casionally 'into u positive lameness, which 
marred the success of some of tho scene?. 
There is a manliness in his pathos, and nil 
absence of straining alter applause, which is 
unusual in a novico on tho boards, and is 
highly creditable to his modesty and good 
taste. Although necessarily crude in some 
respects, on the whole it was a lair perform- 
ance, and allords promise ol a bright career 
in the future, provided Mr, Buokley is true 
to himself, tmd conscientiously devotes him- 
self to the study of bis profession. I he 
Pauline of Mrs. Potter Mncdonttld was ex- 
cellent, and the brusque Ool. Dumas was 
embodied with caustic humor by Mr. Phelps. 
The less Hint is said about the subordinate 
parts the better. The most oonspicious for 
its badness being the Ueauseant ol Mr. 
Shelby. Whatever could have induced this 
young gentleman to have abandoned more 
prosaic pursuits for the sock and buskin, we 
are at a loss to conceive, but we certainly 
think that be has woefully mistaken his vo- 
cation. His Bcauseant bad not even the 
advantage of being a burlesque, although in 
tho most sorious business his attempt at by- 
play was constantly provocative of an irri- 
tating titter amongst the spectators. Ex- 
ception, however, must bo made in favor of 
Mrs. Wood, who was vary natural as tho 
widow Melnotto. The performance con- 
cluded with the drama of tho >■ Maid of 
Croissey."

THE ASSIZES. 



His Honor Chief Justice Needhnm yes- 
terday opened tho first Court of Assizo over 
which he has presided in this colony. The 
learned Judgo took his soat on tho bench at 
10 o'clock, arrayed in full judicial costume, 
and was attended by tho Gaol Chaplain, the 
Rev. T. C. Woods. After reading the Com- 
mission of the Poaco, the following gentlemen 
wero sworn in as Grand Jurors : C. IJ. Young, 
Ksq., foreman ; Messrs. A. J. Langley, W". J. 
Mncdonnld, J. Nugle, Thos. Pritchard, \V. Ii. 
Huekinson, Edward Pack, John Wilkic, It, 
Griflin, W, Oakloy, E. Green, IV. SiiTkeu, 
Thus. I, owe, 1). Ii. Blair, J Jones, V. W. 
Oroon, W Edwards, T. Pattrick, John Hanks, 
\\ . Ii. Smith, A . Monro, and (I. J. Findlay. 

The criminal calendar was light, consist- 
ing of ouly four cases: Abe Do llavan, em. 
bczzlemenl , Maarioo Carey, Arson ; Wm, 
II. Wheeler, keeping a common gaming house; 
and Dieka Purtlutcb, un Indian, charged 
With shooting nnd killing. 

Toe Chief Justice then addrossod tho 
grand jury in u lucid nnd impressive 
charge, and we .*n only regret that want 
of space restricts us to report merely I he Bub- 
Blanco of ihe speech. In the courso of his 
remarks tho chief Justice obsorved that he 
was happy to hove the pleasure of meeting 
thorn on the first occasion in ihe colony, lie 
then explained thai the grand jury wins an 
institution established ivs between tho Grown 
nad the people for the purpose of guarding tho 
rights ol thosubjoct. In some countries there 
was a public prosecutor, but In England there 



it, but oach individual bad 
prosecute n criminal ; each 



supposed t" have an interest iu the issue, and 
each is supposed lo have sustained an injur i . 
The law was jealous of tho reputation of 
accused persons, and hi ofler to diminish the 
chances of saeh a wrong, an institution par- 
taking of a secret character, somewhat anom. 
alous, arose from that jealousy . Ills Lordship 
Bald that in tboir Investigation of each 
i-.se it was no part of their doty t i Ijalnneu 
evidence, hut that they must decide upon 
prima facie testimony, as to whether n further 
enquiry was necessary, If they stept beyond 
that point, they invaded the province of the 
petty jury. Considering tho length of lime 
which bad elapsed, nearly six months, since 
last assizes, and the small number of cases 
Bet down for trial, his Lordship thought we 

ought lo congratulate ourselves upon tho 
carclty of crinio, but ho regretlod that upon 



glancing over Iho list of offences, he was iin- 
ablo to speak In a similar strain of tho 
character of those crimes, which wero of the 
highest kind. As regards embezzlement, this 
offence was governed entirely by statutes, a 
scries of Imperial laws laying down tho priu 
sflplo that if a man in the employ of his 
master appropriates a sum of money to his 
own u-o, or concealed any of the facts con- 
nected with the receipt thereof it was an 
Indictable offence. The atnount however 
small was of no consequence, it was the 
intent tbut was SO he dealt with, and with 
the ultimate punishment they had nothing to 
do. His Lordship then dwelt In strong terms 
on tho enormity of tho crime of arson, 
but stated that iu looking over tho depositions, 
thore appeared to bo no direct testimony of 
tho commission of tho act. Circumstantial 
evidence was very potent iu solving such 
difficulties, nnd there seemed to bo no doubt 
that the premises had been set lire to by somo 
ono. With roforonco to tho Indian now In 
custody, from some mismanagement the 
proper documents had not arrrlvod from 
Nanaimo. Such outrages if proved should, as 
a protection to society, bo visited with the 
utmost rigor, and in accordance with the 
power [entrusted to him, .ho would postpone 
tho trial until next session. In conclusion his 
Lordship said as this was the first time of 
their meeting, he was thus induced to address 
them at such length, and iu such general 
terms. 

True bills were then returned by the Grand 
Jury against the following prisoners : — A Do- 
Haven, embezzlement ; Maurice Carey, arson ; 
W. II. Wheeler, gambling. 

The foreman of the Grand July then made 
bis appearance and addressed his Lordship, 
stating that they had completed their business, 
and praying to be discharged, which his 
Lordship granted, thanking them for the ser- 
vices rendered to the country . On application 
of the Attorney General, however, who statoil 
that the depositions in the Nanaimo case had 
not yel reached him, his Lordship requested 
the Grand Jury to bo ngain in attendance on 
December 4tb. The Foreman here obtained 
eavo to read the following presentment : 

The Grand Jury respectfully prusents to 
your Honorable Court that it considers it 
would be (bong great injustice to the erring 
[tie) portion of tho community if it did not 
express its marked satisfaction at tho de- 
creased number of indictments, there being 
only four on the calendar. 

The Grand Jury avails Itself with pleasure 
of this first opportunity to congratulate your 
Lordship on your safe arrival in this city, and 
hopes and believes that the colonists in gen- 
eral will have just cause to congratulate them- 
selves on your Lordship's accession to the 
Bench of the Supremo Court of this colony ; 
we cannot too highly appreciate your Lord- 
ship's punctuality, unwearied intention to 
iho business of the court, and the desire man- 
ifested to save the time and curtail the ex- 
pense of all parties involved in litigation, and 
we trust that your Lordship will bo enabled 
to reduce the fees and charges of every de- 
scription, so that tho poor man, as well as the 
rich may have it in their power to seek that 
redress which, under the preseut costly system 
is almost denied him. 

We believe that no greater blessing can he 
enjoyed by any community than tho prompt, 
cheap, and impartial administration of justice, 
ami we look with confidence to your Lordship 
to confer that blessing on us.

.Mr. Young added that the jary had found 
the depositions and indictments so badly 
writen as to be almost illegible, and suggested 
some improvement. 

His Lordship said he would see that the 
presentment was forwarded to the proper 
quarter, as be himself bad no power in refer- 
ence to the suggestions made therein. As to 
the latter remarks of the foreman, ho would 
state that he had seen similar matters in much 
larger cities and would say that the conduct of 
minor matters in this court were very credit- 
able ; ia fact the jury might be thankful that 
the ollicers had done as well as they bad. He 
briefly acknow ledged the complimentary ex- 
pressions in the presentment, and dismissed 
the i ury. 

A petty jury was then sworn ill, with Mr. 
[lardy Gillard as foreman, and the following 
cases were disposed of . 

Embezzlement— Abe De Havnnvtas charg- 
ed with embezzliie; n sum of £2 50, the pro- 
perty of his employer Mr. Chus. Wren. The 
Attorney General, advised by Mr. Bishop, 
prosecuted. 

The prisoner ou being asked to plead said, 
" I guess iis all right," but tho court refused 
to accept the plea. Prisonor then pleaded 
not guilty but afterwards withdrew Iho plea 
and pleaded guilty. 

His lordship gave the prisoner an impres- 
sive warning to avoid dishonesty, tho begin- 
ning and the end of erimo lie said wore very 
diflerent but the gradation was extremely 
easy, lie then taking into consideration 
that the prisoner bad been confined in gaol 
for six weeks, sentenced him to one week's 
imprisonment without hard labor. 

Arson — Rtgina vs. Carey — Maurico Carey 
was arraigned ou au indictment with several 
counts, charging him first wilh arson, second 
with an attempt to commit arson, third with 
attempting to sot fire to certain premises 
known as the Colonist Building with intent 
to defraud the Insurance Company ; fourth 
with conspiring to defraud. 

The prisoner was defended by Mr, King, 
instructed by Messrs. Bishop and Courtney, 
and was allowed within the rails in custody 
of an officer. 

Tho Attorney General applied for a post- 
ponement of the trial owing to the absence 
of Sorgeant Wilnior, a material witness, who 
was laid up from the effects of an aocident. 

Mr. King asked the Judgo to reduce the 
bail to £100 and two sureties in £50 each. 

His Honor replied that the charge was a 
very serious one and it was his duty to pro 
vido against the possibility of escapo ; he 
could not therefore see his way clear lo 
comply with tho request, 

Dr. Dickson, tho surgeon who sot Wil- 
mer's collar bono, said bo did not think il 
woulij bo advisable to compel the attendance 
of ihe witness for 10 days. 

His lordship therefore adjourned the case 
until Monday, Dec. 4th. 

Mr. King expressed a desire that greater 
facilities might bo allowed to tho prisoner's 
lami'y to visit him in prison. 

The Judgo called the Gaoler, who said 
that the hours of admission wero from two to 
three p. m. every day, from two to lour p m 
on Saturday, and not at all on Sundays. 

His Honor — What! is that nil? only ono 
hour a day ! There certainly should ho 
freer access, indeed tho utmost freedom of 
acceSs consistent with the arrangements ol 
Iho gaol should be given. 

Tho Gaoler remarked that lie only did his 
duty in obeying orders. Norm wero admit" 
ted without an order from the Acting Gover- 
nor the Superintendent. 

His Honor directed iho Gaoler lo state lo 
the Acting Governor that in his judgment 
greater facilities ol access should be accord- 
ed to tho friends of prisoners. 

The Foreman of the Grand Jury having 
informed tho Court that tboro was no farther 
business before them, His lordship thanked 
them and said iho noun'ry was indebted to 
them lor Ihoir services, but on tho application 
ol the Attorney General in regard to a Nan- 
aimo ciibo, ho asked them to come again on 
the 4th December. 

Keeping a Gamincj IIou«e. — llcginu vs. 
Wheeler. — William Henry Wheeler stood in 
dieted on a charge of keeping a common 
gaming bouse at Iho Verandah Saloon, on 
Johnson street, contrary to tho statute, to 
which he pleaded not guilty. 

Tho Attorney General prosecuted, Mr. 
King appeared for the prisonor. Thn prisoner 
vvns also allowed within tho rails. 

The cvidencu adduced in Ibis case was in 
substance tho same ;ih was given at the pre- 
liminary enquiry In iho police court on Mon- 
day last, which was published in extenso iu 
tho Colonist. 

At the termination of the case Mr. King 
made an earliest appeal lo llio jury, and his 
Lordship having brietly charged ihom cm the 
evidenoe and the points lor them to doter- 
miuo, the jury relircd lor a low minutes and 
returned a verdict ol Guilty, 

Mr. King expressed a hope that tho Court 
would take into consideration thai this was 
tho fust offence ; that tho finding of tho jury 
would of ilaolf bo a sovuro warning ; that 
the prisoner, moreover, was n loroigiter ; and 
make Iho sentence ns light as possiblo. 

Tho prisoner having re-eutered tho (lock, 
wan oskoil by llio judgo if ho wished lo say 
anything, and replied in thonogativo. 



His Honor, addressing tho prisoner, suid : 
Tho jury, uiior a patient investigation, had 
conscientiously performed their duly under 
the olearost possiblo evidence In finding him 
guilty of keeping a common gaming house. 
Compared with some gravor oQendoa the of- 
fence was not ono of such great magnitude, 
yet notwithstanding it was ono of consider- 
able gravity, which iu v. young uoiiniry like 
this it was vory important to stop. The law 
wus never Intended to operate so much 
against individuals as to repress crime and 
secure society. Open und avowed gambling 
was notoriously injurious lo any community, 
but this was an act of a blacker character 
To take the hard earnings of miners by ex- 
citing their passions at the gambling table 
was very sorious, which it is necessary in 
your person to put a stop to. Everything 
that lias been urged in extenuation of iho cir- 
cumstances and in mitigation of tho sontenoe 
will be taken into consideration. It has 
been shown that you wero looked upon as a 
respectable man, and wero entrusted with a 
Bpirit license, but it was your place to pro- 
tect tho interests of society by keeping a 
steady and respectable house, and the court 
does not feel bound to deal too lightly with 
you. Tho sentence of the court, therefore, is 
that you suffer ono calendar month's im- 
prisonment with hard I >l>or, and pay n fine of 
8100 to the Queen, and I hope it will prove a 
warning. 

His Lordship then thanked the jurors for 
their attendance nnd discharged them. 

The Shetill adjourned the Court of Assize 
until the 4th prox.

ARRESTS AT COnK — ARRIVAL Of AHTILI.E Y AM) 
C IVAL.RY. 
[From tho Cork Examiner, Sept. 18.] 
Tho most intense excitement has been 
oaused in this city by ihe arrest early Ibis 
morning of n large number of persons charged 
with belonging lo the Ponian lirotheihood. 
Between three and lour o'clock this morning 
a body ol police, numbering about one hun- 
dred, divided themselves into small parties 
and proceeded to make arrests in different I 
parts of tho town. A sword, pistol', and 
military uniform ,vcre lound at Ihe house of I 
ono ol the parlies arrested. Tho latter in- 
oludo several shopmen, an attorney's olork 
an arlisan, &o. They have been arrnslo I, i 
is said, ou intelligence given by an infiu m 
A secret inquiry was held at the cii\ j 
this morning, when tho prisoners were 
either comniittod lor trial or further exuuu . 
tion. A battery of artilleiy has just arrived 
from Ballinoollig.

Those who doubted the existence of a Pe- ; 
nian conspiracy in ibis city and cminiy were 
not a little surpiised, wben leaving their I 
chambers ibis morning to learn that Iron an j 
early hour Iho city was iu charge of a large | 
cavalry, artillery and constabulary force, who 
before live o'clock had effected several in rests 
some of ihe prisoners being persons in res- 
pectable positions, and of whom the public 
had no previous suspicion of being capable of 
connecting themselves with such a confede- 
racy. That tho conspiracy is of a serious 
character the Government has been for some 
considerable period authentically apprised, 
and that large quantities of lire-aims and 
numbers ol drilled men arc daily landed on 
these shores from America llie authorities 
are fully aware. Yesterday afternoon fifty 
ol tho reserved constabulary, under the com- 
mand of Sub-Inspector Carr, arrived here by 
the Great Southern and Western Kail way, 
and during last night one hundred and lilly 
more came in from tho rural districts, under 
Sub-Inspector Kirwan, the city force being 
under Sub-Inspector Hamilton. At three 
o'clock this morning the whole was under 
arms, Cronin, It. M., and McLcod, U.M., 
with County Inspector Duncan, taking 
tho command. The police, numbering 
about four hundred, were thel 
into distinct parlies to execute the 
warrants entrusted to them. At th 
meet a troop of cavalry and two | 
artillery nrrived fiom P»al( 
and the polico proceeded t 
those against w hom they bad warrants. 

Tho prisoners having been idenlifioil as 
the partios whose names wero in the war- 
rants, they were committed for irial at the 
next Assizes (March, 1B6K), on a charge of 
" high treason.'' The prisouers were then 
convoyed to the city jail under a strong es- 
cort. While these arrests were being made 
a house was searched at Blackrock, wiihin 
two miles of this cily by a largo force of con- 
stabulary. The search soemcd to have tailed 
in its object. A large lorce ol military with 
four heavy guns left this morning lor the 
west of tho country, where it is expected 
other arrests will be mado ; nnd it is rumored 
that warrants are issued for the arrest of 
other parties in this city. Tho Hlreets were 
all day patroled by mounted policemen, and 
the military wero confined to barracks.

There have been no further arrests in Dub- 
lin and no excitement. The police search 
passengers' luggage in the steamers arriving 
at Cork Irom America. 

Captain John MoCafferty, lato of the Con- 
federate Army, was arrested on the arrival 
of the City of Limerick, with treasonable' 
documents, introductions and two revolvers. 
He was remanded. A man named Crowley, 
from Kinsale, was remanded to-day, also on 
chargo of high treason. Further arrests are 
expected.

We sin-i ■ 
trust that such may prove to be the case 
none would have more reason lo H 
Seward for his intervention than the dcln ,eu 
youths who may thus have been saved Irom 
plunging into further crime. There is tiue 
mercy in putting down sedition at an early 
stago. The ringleaders are always few in 
number, and their prompt apprehension en- 
ables the Government to deal gently with 
their less guilty followers. Its complete 
success, in Ibis instance, is its best justifica- 
tion, and (his single blow may perhaps be 
the means of paralyzing Penianisui once and 
for all. If fresh recruits and stores ol arms 
bo already on their way from America, it is 
to be hoped that the police, with tbu papers 
ulready in their hands, will know how lo lake 
good care of them. The presence of oui 
lloot on the west coaBt of Ireland, though 
doubtless accidental, has greatly tended lo 
quiet the panic among the peaceable inhab- 
itants, and will servo as a timely warning lo 
thn Fenians on both sides ol the Atlantic.
